Congress Party seemed to be beading for a crushing defeat today in state elections 
in which nearly 100 people were killed during attempts to rig voting. 

Votes were cast yesterday in eight of the country’s 25 states but massive 
violence erupted in volatile Bihar where local journalists said at least 90 people 
were killed. 

Police confirmed only 38 deaths in Bihar state. 

Early voting trends showed 
Rajiv’s party, which controlled 
all eight states, was being routed.

CAIRO. Feb 28, (AP>: Authorities ordered an 
American deported as a suspected Aids patient 
after he told investigators he had sexual relations 
with around ISO young boys, police sources said 
today. 

The area at security headquarters where the man 
had been held for at least two days was “sterilised" 
after be was driven in an ambulance to Cairo 
international airport, the sources said. 

Neither police sources nor officials at either the 
Health Ministry, or the US embassy would identify 
the man. but newspaper accounts gave his name as 


William Charles Harcourt. 

Interior Minister Abdcl-Halim Moussa ordered 
the man’sdeportationafter receiving evidence from 
the Health Ministry that the man had been exposed 
to the human anmuDodcficiency virus, a precursor 
to Aids, a police source said. 

But at the Ministry of Health, undersecretary 
Fat’hy Sheba said blood samples were taken from 
the American and seven boys ne was alleged to have 
exposed only Tuesday. Sbeba said examination of 
the specimens had not been completed.

had been visiting the American and suspected foul

Fancy legal footwork against Enrile raises doubt about motive 


MANILA, Feb 28, (AP): Sen, 
Juan Ponce Emile's arrest 
projected an image of toughness 
for a government long criticised 
as weak.

Enrile arrest brings feud to head 


Politicians, commentators divided on likely outcome 


MANILA, Feb 28, (Reuter): The arrest of 
Juan Ponce Enrile brings to a head a long- 
running feud between President Corazon 
Aquino and the former defence minister who 
jailed her husband. 

Philippine politicians and commentators 
are divided on the likely outcome, but his 


detention raises the stakes in a country where 
democracy remains fragile and the risk of a 
further coup attempt very real. 

Aq uino’s government has been under pres- 
sure to act decisively following the sixth and ' 
most serious attempt to oust her last Decem- 
ber. 

The dramatic arrest of the 66-year-old 
opposition senator, a wealthy lawyer who still 
has strong links with the military, could

The arrest of Enrile signals that the soft- 
spoken 57-year-old widow is prepared to act 
finnly against those she believes are a threat to 
the newly-restored democracy, analysts said.

Aids alarm in Europe 



Toll may rival accidents, cancer deaths 


VIENNA. Feb 28, (Reuter): 
Aids could kill as many 'young 
Europeans as car aedddezus or 
cancer by the year 2000 despite a 
slowdown in the spread of the 
disease, according lo a study 
presidented today. 

The study, outlined by 
demographic researchers from 
Austria and France, said the dis- 
ease could become a leading 
cause of death for people in the 
21-40 year age gorup. 

"The principal causes of death 
hit you after age 65. Aids hits you 
young,** Gerhard Heilig of the 
Austrian-based International 
Institute for Applied Systems 
Analysis told a news conference. 

“It might well be in some areas 
of Europe that Aids will become 
a cause of death comparable to 
car accidents or cancer,” he said. 

Heilig gave no figures but he 


said the forecast, based present 
trends, was valid for Swit- 
zerland, France, Austria, Italy 
and West Germany, where Aids 
was already influencing 
premature mortality rates. 

Another group said yesterday 
quick treatement of Aids can 
extend lives. 


“If Aids is treated before tbe 
immune system breaks down, 
you can be helped,” Martin 
Delaney, president of Project 
Inform, a San Francisco- based 
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Aids group, told Aids victims, 
healthprofessionals and journal- 
ists in Paris.

Lowers blood cholesterol 


WASHINGTON. Feb 28. (Reuter): A federal panel said 
yesterday Americans should eat, on average, three per cent 
less saturated fat than they do now and consume less than - 
300 milligrams of cholesterol a day to lower their risk of 
heart disease. 

The expert panel on population strategies for blood 
cholesterol reduction, a component of the national choles- 
terol education programme, said these recommendations 
could realistically be accomplished over the next five to 10 
vears a-nd would reduce the incidence ofheart di sease by 20 
percent. 

In a new report, the panel also appealed to restaurants, 
grocery storesand the food industry to voluntarily disclose 
— on menus, grocery shelves and food labels — the 
saturated fat and cholesterol content of the foods they sell. 

"High Wood cholesterol levels dearly pby a causal role 
in coronary heart disease,” the expert panel said. 

The government's cholesterol education programme is 
rulrbwtfae National Institutes of Health.

Though the report is not the first to critidse Americans' 
excessively fatty diets, federal health offirialssaidata news 
-conference they hoped it would encourage more 
individuals to improve their eating habits in the light of 
new sdentific findings on thelinks between diet and health. 

The report also should give momentum to a plan to 
require that the labels on padcaged food tell more about a 
food's fat and cholesterol content, the officials said. 

Heart disease, the nation's number-one killer, is behind 
the deaths of more than 500,000 Americans each year. 
About 1.25 million people suffer heart attacks annually 
and millions more suffer from angina, chest pain triggered 
when the heart's blood supply is restricted. 

Cholesterol contributes to heart disease because the 
fatty substance is deposited in the blood vessels that supply 
the heart muscle. Eventually the blood flow is restricted 10 
the point that a heart attack occurs or the bean muscle is 
slowlytaUed off bit by bit.

Chamorros tear at each others’ throat in print but friends at dinner 


MANAGUA, Feb 28, (AP): Divided by 
ideology and united by strong family ties, 
the Chamorro Family — now led by 
president-elect Vjoleta Barrios de 
Chamorro — symbolises tbe complexity of 
Nicaraguan political life. 

Mis Chamorro was a housewife from 
the conservative region of Rivas, in the 
traditional mold of t bet Nicaraguan upper 
middle class woman. 

She went from housewife to newspaper 
publisher when her husband Pedro 


over. 

Nine months later she quit, disillusioned 
by what she has said was the Sandi nistas * 
failure to keep their promise of bringing 


loaquin Chamorro was killed, allegedly by 
agents of dictator Anastasio Somoza, on 
Jan 10, 1978. 

The assassination turned Chamorro 
into a martyr and his death was used by the 
Saudi nista guerrillas to ignite the revolu-

Mrs Chamorro became a symbol ofthe

WASHINGTON, Feb 28, 
(Hooter): The White House and 
Congress, long at odds over 
Nicaragua policy, now concur ou 
the need for US aid to help 
president-elect Violets Chamorro 
rebuild an economy ravaged by a 
decade of conflict and a US econ- 
omic boycott. 

White House spokesman 
Martin Firewater said yesterday 
that President George Rash would 
soon end the US economic sanc- 
tions in response to Chamorro's 
defeat of President Daniel 
Ortega’s leftist S a nd infat a gover- 
nment in elections on Sunday. 

Firewater said Bush’s adndrds- 
tration would also develop a sig- 
nificant and meamngfid aid pack- 
age to help rebuild Nicaragua's 
economy. 

“The US co umu t m ent fa strong 
and enduring. We wiB develop an 
aid package for Nicaragua Oat 
will neri gatficiat and m e anh g ft d.

Five central American 
presidents called last August for 
demobilisation of the rebels, but 
they have been able to resist ail 
efforts at disbandment because 
Washington maintained human- 
itarian aid until the elections. 

The Bush administration has 
said it will soon lift economic 
sanctions against Nicaragua and 
grant financial aid to the new 
government but it has not yet 
made clear its stance on the 
future of Contras. 

The Contras themselves look 
likely to resist demohilsiation. 
Oscar Sovalbarro, a member of 
the rebel general staff, said in 
Honduras on Monday that the 
rebels would remain armed until 
Chamorro took office and the 
Sandinista Army was dissolved.

WASH INGTON, Feb 2S, 

(Reuter): The United. States and 
the European Economic Com- 
munity, confronted by an earth- 
quake of change in Eastern 
Europe, have agreed to build up 
a much closer political relation- 
ship with twice-yearly summits. 

President George Bush, 
dearly eager to maintain US 
influence in a fast-changing 
Europe, signalled a new era in 
Washington's dealings with the 
12-nation community after talks 
with Irish Prime Minister Cha- 
rles Haughey. 

"The United States will 
remain a European power,” 
Bush said after pledging to stage 
twice-yearly summit with the 
European leader currently head- 
ing the 12-nation community. 
The post rotates every six mon- 
ths. 

Ireland is the present EEC 
president and Haughey said after 
his turning-point talks with 
Bush: ‘‘We are building a 
broader bridge across the Atlan- 
tic.” 

The two also agreed yesterday 
that US Secretary of State James 
Baker would stage talks every six 
months with the 12 EEC foreign 
minis ters. 

The United States was once 
fearful of a “fortress Europe” 
mentality developing in the 
EEC's post- 1992 single market 
and trade squabbles have often 
erupted, particularly over 
European Economic Commun- 
ity fans subsidies.

WASHINGTON. Feb 28. <AP): Top US safety officials 
urged tougher standards for DC-10 jetliner brakes yesicr- 
dai and blamed inadequate government requirements for 
a 1988 US runway crash that destroyed an airliner. 

The National Transportion Safety Board also raised 
doubts about Federal Aviation Adminutrauon (FAA) 
pur ification and test procedures for all airliner brakes, 
which it said may fail when airliners abort takeoffs at the 
last minute. 

The action came in the board's investigation of a May 2] 
acrident involving an American Airlines DC-10 at Dallas* 
F-, Worth airport. It was the first time the board had 
blamed inadequate FAA certification of an airliner for a 


crash, said board member Jim Burnett. Certification of the 
DC-10 brakes system was made when the model was 
introduced nearly two decades ago. 

The safety board also blamed the US brake manufac- 
turer, Loral, in the aborted takeoff that injured eight of254 
people aboard the aircraft. The plane, which was 
scheduled to fly to Frankfurt, Germany, was damaged 
beyond repair. * 

Board members said the problem is that brakes near 
their wear limit do not have the same margin of safety as 
new ones; and the FAA did not consider this when it 
certified the brakes on the DC-10.

China hampers work 


BEUING, Feb 28. (AP): An 
organisation representing more 
than 100 foreign journalists in 
China today requested a meeting 
with government officials to dis- 
cuss a recent increase in police 
surveillance. 

"We strongly object to this 
interference in the journalistic 
work of accredited foreign 
correspondents," the Foreign 
Correspondents Club of Beijing 
said in a letter to the information 
department of the Foreign Min- 
istry. 

It requested a meeting with the 
department director, U Zhaox- 
ing, and “repesentatives of 
relevant security organisations 
at the earliest possible date." 

The letter was delivered to the 
ministry today, and there was no 
immediate response. More than 
1 30 foreign correspondents from 
more than two dozen countries 
belong Lo the organisation. 

Police have increased 
surveillance of foreign journal- 
ists since the lifting of martial law 
in Beijing last month. Corres- 
pondents from nearly a dozen 
news organisations, including 
US, European and Soviet, said 
they have been tailed at least once 
by plainclothes police in the past 
few weeks. 


One reporter said his Chinese 
friends had been warned by their 
employers to stop seeing him. 
Three Chinese who visited 
another reporter's home last 
week were taken away by 
security agents as they left 

Foreign journalists have faced 
reduced access to officials and 
tighter controls since last June, 
when the army was called in to 
crush massive popular protests 
for democracy. 

Under martial law, foreign 
journalists were required to 
obtain military approval for ail 
interviews. Police surveillance 
appears to be a substitute 
measure. 

The only official comment on 
the surveillance has come from 
Foreign Minister Qian Qichen, 
who is in Geneva to attend a 
disarmament conference. He 
said the reports of stepped-up 
surveillance were inaccurate and 
warned that any “secret 
activities" by foreign journalists 
would prompt official response. 

As during past upsurges of 
conservative ideology, long- 
standing official suspicion and 
resentment of all foreigners also 
has surfaced.

Interim President Ion Dtescn yes- 
terday called for a coafition to 
govern Romania after elections 
May 20, saying no party was 
strong enough to govern alone.

“Regardless of the results (of 
the elections) ... the most realistic 
thing is to establish a mufti-party 
coalition to govern the country,”

MOSCOW, Feb 28, (Reuter): A 
leading Soviet expert on German 
affairs has warned that Moscow 
will not accept a united Germany 
with Nato tactical nuclear 
weapons remaining in the Western 

hair. 

And a German studies profes- 
sor, interviewed by a daily news- 
paper today, suggested Soviet j 
troops should stay in what is now . 
East Germany after unification to j 
ensure the Warsaw Pact’s J 
security. i 

Their comments reflected ; 
increasing Soviet alarm, also [ 
voiced by President Mikhail Gor- i 
bachev last week, that Moscow’s 
security interests were about to be 
trampled in the rush to German 
ratification. 

Nikolai Portugaiov, an adviser 
on German affairs to the Com- 
munist Party Centra! Commit- 
tee’s international department, 
told Novosti news agency that 
Moscow conld not accept 
demilitarisation of its ally Fast 
Germany while a nuclear-anned 
West Germany remained. 

“No one in Nato should cherish i 
hopes that the USSR would 
accept the situation whereby Ger- 
many carries on staffed with 
nuclear weapons in both its parts, 
or the GDR (East Germany) is 
demilitarised and West Germany 
remains in possession of such 
weapons,” be said. 

“We cannot accept the situa- 
tion whereby the movement 
towards German unity does not 
change the military status of West 
Germany and Nato equipped with ; 
on dear weapons, including tac- 
tical ones still located in West 
Germany,” Portugaiov added. 

East Germany’s armed forces, 
the pride of the Warsaw Pact until 
just a few months ago. are falling 
apart as men desert in their 
thousands and discipline collap- 
ses, Nato sources say. 

“The East German Army has 
stopped functioning as a military 
machine,” said one senior Nato 
official with access to detailed 
intelligeoce reports. u lt is amaz- 
ing — unlike anything else in Eas- 
tern Europe.” 


WASHINGTON. Feb 28, (AP): 
President George Bush 
reiterated yesterday that it 
opposes redrawing the borders 
of Europe, and the visiting 
mayor of West Berlin criticised 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl for not 
offering a firm assurance to 
Poland. 

Bush told congressional 
leaders that the US position on 
the issue was unequivocal. Later, 
Bush met with visiting Mayor 
Walter Momper. who emerged 
from the While House criticising 
Kohl’s remarks at the Camp 
David presidential retreat on 
Sunday. 

“1 think that the chancellor 
should have said that he and the 
federal republic wants to guaran- 
tee the western borders of 
Poland,” said Momper. whose 
Social Democrat Party is the 
liberal opposition to Kohl’s rul- 
ing Christian Democrats. 

Momper asserted that 
“nobody in German” wants to 
change the borders and criticised 
Kohl for failing to say so. 

However, some conservative 
West Germans have said they 
will continue lo work for return 
of parts of present-day Poland 
that were given to Warsaw when 
Germany was split up after 
World War 11. 

Poland has sought assurances 
that a unified Germany would 
not seek the former German 
lands, and wants a role in the 
negotiating process leading up to 


former reunification. 

Bush and Kohl conferred over 
the weekend on German unifica- 
tion. Bush made a point of 
emphasising Sunday that the 
United Slates formally recogn- 
ises the current German-Polish 
border and, under the Helsinki 
Final Act, regards all the current 
borders in Europe as inviolable. 

Kohl acknowledged Polish 
anxiety on the issue and said, 
“nobody has any intention of 
linking the question of national 
unity with changes of existing 
border.” 


But Kohl said he could not 
speak for a new, united Ger- 
many. “The border question will 
be settled definitely by a freely- 
elected all-German government 
and ... Parliament.” Kohl said. 

The Bonn government, anx- 
ious to dispel fears that a united 
Germany might claim parts of 
Poland, said yesterday it was 
willing to join East Germany in 
declaring it had no designs on- 
former German territory in 
Poland. 


Chancellery Minister Rudolf 
Seilers, a close confidant of 
Kohl, commented in a television 
interview that the West German 
parliament had already stated 
that it had no territorial claims 
against Poland. 

The government was willing to 
repeat this assurance after East 
Germany’s first free elections on 
March 18, hesaid. 


UN pane l’s new call for curbs 

Vote against Pretoria 


GENEVA. Feb 28, tAP): The 43-nation UN Human Rights Commis- 
sion voted 35-2 yesterday to issue a new call for widened international 
sanctions against South Africa to support the country's black majority 


infighting apartheid policies. 

The text approved by tin. commission welcomed the release of African 


National Congress leader Nelson Mandela and the lifting of some 
restrictions on anti-apartheid groups, butsaid sanctions already adopted 
by “certain countries are commended to the wider international com- 
munity for urgent adoption and implementation.” 

Britain and the United States were the only commission members to 
oppose the resolution, which urged that existing measures against South 
Africa not be relaxed “until there is clear evidence of profound and 
irreversible change.” 


LUSAKA. Zambia, Feb 28, <AP): 
South African black nationalist 
leader Nelson Mandela said today 
the African National Congress will 
make no concessions in negotiations 
■virh the government until it is put on 
an equal footing with President F.W. 
de Klerk's ruling National Party. 

Mandela, on the second day of his 
first foreign trip in almost 30 years, 
said his organisation was prepared to 
hold full-scale talks only if its precon- 
ditions were met first. 

“The simple position is that until 
South Africa complies wiib the 
preconditions we ha ve set ibe ANC is 
not in the same position as the 
National Pany.” he told reporters 
after meeting with seven African 
presidents and Commonwealth 
leaders in Lusaka. 

Flanked by Kaunda, be said 
whatever political or security 
problems the government faced in 
South Africa, the ANC “cannot be 
expected to make any concessions.” 

Mandela is in Zambia to confer 
with exiled ANC leaders at their 
external headquarters. 

The veteran nationalist reiterated 
that the ANC was demanding the 
lifting of the state of emergency, the 
release of all political prisoners and a 
general amnesty for exiles selected to 
take part in preliminary talks with De 
Klerk. 

He said exiles the ANC wanted to 
participate in the initial stages of the 
talks risked prosecution for offences 
not covered by the ending of a 30- 
year ban on the ANC and other res- 
trictions. 

Mandela said the refusal to accom- 
modate the ANC demands showed 
“it is quite clear the government is 
not yet prepared to meet us.” 

Mandela, 71 , freed by De KJerk as 
part of sweeping reforms, defended 
his support for Palestine Liberation 
Organisation leader Yasser Arafat, 
who arrived in Zambia yesterday to 
meet with him. 

He challenged South Africa's 
powerful Jewish community to “face 
the truth squarely.” 

“I believe there are many 
similarities between our struggle and 
that of (he PLO. We live under a 
unique form of colonialism in South 
Africa as well as in Israel,” he said. 

Mandela also defended the ANCs 
call for continued economic sanc- 
tions to pressurise the Pretoria gover- 
nment into taking substantive steps 
io dismantle apartheid. 

He said Britain’s unilateral 
derision to lift an investment ban was 
a matter the AN C would take up 
directly with Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher. 

Thatcher has argued that sanc- 
tions hurt South Africa’s 28 million 
blacks the most and said that an 
easing of sanctions would encourage 
De Klerk to press ahead with reforms 
that have included Mandela's release 


after 27 years in jail and the partial 
lifting of the state of emergency. 


lifting of the state of emergency. 

President Kenneth Kaunda of 
Zambia, chairman of the six-nation 
African frontline bloc ranged against 
South Africa, told reporters Man- 
dela briefed the frootliners on the 
ANC’s responses to De Klerk's 
reforms in a two-hour meeting at his 
official Lusaka residence. 

Mandela and top exiled ANC 
officials also met with members of a 
nine-nation committee on Southern 
Africa set up by the 49-nation Com- 
monwealth of former British 
territories chaired by Malaysian 
Prime Minister Mahathmi 
Mohamed. 


Thai meeting also lasted about two 
hours. 

Kaunda said the Commonwealth 
leaders and froallwers — Angola, 
Botswana, Mozambique, Tanzania, 
Zambia and Zimbabwe — endorsed 
the ANC’s policy- on economic sanc- 
tions and agreed there should be no 
easing of punitive measures until a 
review meeting scheduled for the 
United Nations General Assembly 
on July 30.

US study 
supports 
operations 
on Floks 

AN ophthalmological study 
carried out in the US has suppor- 
ted the effectiveness of raaialk- 
eratotomy — the most frequent 
operation now being performed 
on board the Floks floating eye 
hospital berthed in Jebel All. 

The operation, pioneered by 
Soviet eye surgeon. Professor 
Svyatoslav Fyodorov, is recom- 
mended to reduce levels of short- 
sightedness. 

The US study is based on four 
years of investigation by resear- 
chers from Emory University in 
Atlanta. Its results bave been 
published this week in the Jour- 
nal of the American Medical 
Association. 

Researchers interviewed more 
than 700 patients who underwent 
the surgery between March 1982 
and October 2983 at an average 
cost of US$2, 000 per eye. Results 
showed that visual sharpness was 
reproved to better than 20-40 in 
.-’most four-fifths of the cases.

A POLISH chamber orchestra 
has arrived in Kuwait to take 
part in the Polish Week promo- 
tion that will feature a trade fair, 
an investment seminar and folk 
dances. 

Amadeus Chamber Orchestra 
from Poznan performs under the 
baton of Mrs Agnieszka Ducz- 
mal, one of the rare women con- 
ductors in the world, who laun- 
ched the group 20 years ago on 
the path of world-wide success 
and fame. 

Today the orchestra is known 
in Europe and the North and 
Latin America for its appealing 
repertoire, superior performance 
and even innovation. But most of 
all it is famous for its leader, the 
woman who was honoured by 
the late Herbert von Karajan, 
one of the most talented conduc- 
tors ever. Duczmal’s achieve- 
ments drew the attention of 
Unesco and the Italian govern- 
ment which declared her La 
Donna del Mondo (The Woman 
of the World), an award granted 
to the world's most prominent 
woman. 

In addition to concerts — the 
orchestra spends four months a 
year touring the world — it has 
recorded more than 70 hours of 


contemporary and classical 
music in Poland. Amadeus 
Chamber Orchestra also recor- 
ded iu Britain, West Germany, 
Brazil and Canada. In Poland, 
the country with long tradition in 
classical music and the birthplace 
of Chopin, concerts by Amadeus 
Chamber Orchestra are usually a 
sellout. 

In Kuwait the group will play 
Eine Kleins Nacktmusik. one of 
the most popular chamber music 
pieces by Wolfgang Amadeus 
Mozart, whose name the orches- 
tra bears.

Opec bashing era 
ends: US official 


Moves to ensure oil supply

AS the new picture of a rising 
global demand emerges, the US 
is seeking to secure steady oil 
supplies by strengthening its ties 
with Opec producers Kuwait, 
Saudi Arabia and Iraq, a US 
Department of Energy official 
has said. 

Assistant Secretary John Eas- 
ton Jr. said the Gulf states will be 
producing to their capacity by 
the mid-1990s as reformist Eas- 
tern European countries turn to 
the Gulf to replace its traditional 
supplier, the Soviet Union, 
whose production is declining. 

By then the US, whose domes- 
tic oil production is at its lowest 
in 25 years, hopes its comprehen- 
sive energy strategy will be in 
place and its two-way trade 
agreements with the Gulf states 
will ensure the US gets high 
priority. 

Easton said that the energy 
strategy, expected to guide the 
country through a decade of 
heavy dependence on foreign oil, 
is to be presented to Congress in 
April. 

He declined to reveal its con- 
tents. 

Easton was al pains to stress 
.that the Bush administration has 
set aside differences that may 
have marred US relations with 
Opec producers in the past. 

In a statement intended to 
reassure its Opec partners Eas- 
ton contended that the age of 
Opec-bashing is over and that Lhe 
US is open for downstream 
investment from Saudi Arabia 



Easton ... set aside differences, 
and Kuwait. 

He ruled out proposals calling 
for the taxation of imported oiL 

M We want to enhance our rela- 
tions with the Gulf oil producers 
and will take every step to 
demonstrate that” Easton said. 
But he warned that the US as a 
consumer country must also 
maintain certain distance so as 
not to appear to be involved in 
price-fixing with the producers. 

“We feel strongly that the free 
market system is the best 
allocator of products and the 
best deierminator of pricing” 
Easton said. 

Advocating a steady and 
moderate price increase he 
indicated that Kuwait’s call for 
scrapping of Opec output quotas 
is premature and would not be 
backed by other producers. 


Milset agreement signed 

KUWAIT, Feb 28, (Kuna): The International Movement for Leisure 
Activities in Science and Technology (Milset) signed here today with 
the Czechoslovak representative to the organisation an agreement for 
holding the third scientific exhibition in Prague in July 1991. 

An authoritative source at Kuwait Science, Club (KSC) told Kuna 
the Crrch government wall provide a suitable atmosphere for such an 
event, which will include various scientific activities for youth of Milset 
member countries. 

Among other issues Milsetagreed upon was an initial agreement that 
KSC would host the 4th International Scientific Exhibition in Kuwait 
in 1993. 

Kuwait had participated in the first scientific exhibition which was 
held in Canada and won a gold medal in the computer programming 
contest and als o clinched another gold in the second exhibition in 
France for astronomy. 


“As the demand for oil contin- 
ues to increase we may be in a 
position in the mid-1 990s when 
quotas are not significantasmost 
of the Opec members will be 
producing to their capacity. 
Until then we face a difficult 
period” Easton said without 
elaborating. 

Easton, who is in charge of 
international affairs and energy 
emergency, fielded questions 
from Kuwait and Saudi Arabia 
on the US government Worldnet 
broadcast T uesday. 

Concerned about its energy 
security — the US expects to 
import at least 50 per cent of its 
oil consumption — America is 
working hard to develop alter- 
nate energy sources and broaden 
its source supply, the official 
said. 

Increase 

But the main thrust of its 
short-term plan to deal with the 
oil shortfall remains an increase 
in imports from the Gulf. 
Washington has established 
bilateral ties in the energy sector 
with Saudi Arabia m 1988 and 
Kuwait in the following year. Itis 
now targetting Iraq where it also 
hopes to snap up contracts on 
reconstruction projects. 

To further smooth the way the 
US has invited Kuwait and Saudi 
Arabia to invest in its down- 
stream market. Saudi Arabia is 
already present in the US market 
while Kuwait has yet to gain a 
share. “Downstream investment 
from the Gulf will enhance our 
energy security because the 
producing countries will have a 
vested interest in the US" he said. 

But be pointed out that these 
investments will be evaluated 
case by case to ensure that US 
control over its vital assets and 
industries is not threatened. 

Easton made it dear that in 
return Americans w-ant to have 
an opportunity to invest in Gulf 
economies, primarily to provide 
oil and gas expertise and equip- 
ment.

Miseries compounded 

War ravages 
Afghanistan 

KABUL, A fghanistan., (AP): In his tiny shop, a rough wooden box in 
which he can barely stand erect, 9-year- old Amidullah polishes and 
repairs shoes. Amidullah became the chief bread-winner for his mother 
and seven brothers and sisters when his father died in a car crash two 
months ago. 

Life in Afghanistan has never been easy, except for the privileged few 
in the days of the monarchy, and now for the Communist Party elite and 
a handful of merchants. 

But today the traditional, hard-scrabble existence in an ancient land 
synonymous with mystery, intrigue and adventure is compounded by a 
war without end, a war that has produced neither victor nor vanquished 
on the battlefield in more than a decade. 

Most of the young men seen in Kabul these days are in military , 
uniform. As often as not, the ones in civilian clothes are hopping along 1 
between crutches, a foot or an entire leg lost to the land mines. 

Misery 

In a factory employing about 1,000 women to sew army uniforms 
outside a military base, only 20 per cent of the seamstresses are married 
but about SO per cent have become pregnant, according to a woman 
who shakes her head sadly as she talks of what she and others say is a 
disturbing new phenomenon in Kabul — prostitution. 

Afghanistan's descent into the misery of war and its consequences 
began in 1973 when Mohammad Daoud deposed his cousin. King 
Zahir Shah, while the monarch was out of the country. Five years later, 
in April 2978, Daoud was assassinated in a coup by the People's 
Democratic Party of Afghanistan, a replica of Moscow's Communist 
Party. 

In Dec 1979, the Soviets sent troops to Afghanistan to rescue their 
proteges from internal power struggles and a flght-until-death 
onslaught by the Muslim rebels now supported by the United States, 

Pakistan and Saudi Arabia. 

In the 12 years since the 1978 coup, officially referred to as the Saur 
Revolution after the Afghan month in which it was staged, the party has 
changed leaders three times, twice by assassination and once in a 
Soviet-backedpowerplaythalpropelledsecretpolicechiefNajibtothe 

presidency in 1986. S George Bush to propose that free elections ben 

The Soviets withdrew their combat soldiers a year ago, leaving • 

President Najib's forces to fight alone against the mujahedeen, or 
Islamic holy warriors. To the dismay and surprise of Washington, 

Najib's army and air force not only held their own against the 
mujahedeen but expanded their control, re-opening vital supply routes 
and making deals with local militia commanders. 

But the price has been high. The government says 50 per cent of its 
budget goes to the war effort. The shattered economy has produced 
children and teenagers who out-eam their government-employed fath- 
ers by working as manual labourers and prostitutes r according to 

interviews conducted from the frost-bitten labyrinth of mud-brick ir'Arfnnn armimanf 
houses in old Kabul to the heated rooms of the capiteTs elite; ■'

History proves LincoO 



LONDON, (Reuter): Forget the nuclear missile, the 
chemical bomband the “Star Wars" laser beam: the 
deadliest weapon of 1990 looks like being the hum- 
ble ballot box. 

Over the weekend, voters from Nicaragua to 
Lithuania showed that the 19th century American 
president Abraham Lincoln had a point when he 
said in 1 856: “The ballot is stronger than the bullet." 

In Nicaragua, the electorate threw out the leftist 
Sandinistas who had ruled since toppling a right- 
wing dictator 1 1 years ago, preferring the united 
national opposition ofVioleta Chamorro by a mar- 
gin of some 13 per cent. 

In Lith uania , the Sajudis movement which backs 
independence from Moscow trounced the Com- 
munist Party in the first multi-party elections in 
Soviet history. 

Both results looks set to profoundly affect events 
in their particular regions. But they are just part of a 
radical process of change which is redrawing the 
world geopolitical map. 

Free elections, long dismissed by radicals of both 
left and right as a luxury of the rich or a trick to 
frustrate the aspirations of the working class, are 
playing a key role in the process. 

“The view that is coming out more and more from 
South Africa to the Soviet Union is that you cannot 
impose policies if there is no accountability to an 
assentingelectorate," says Michael Meadowcroft of 
the London-based Electoral Reform Society. 

Nowhere are elections more vital than in Eastern 
Europe, where the co mmunis t regimes that have 
ruled for 40 years are collapsing and newly emerged 
opposition parties are waiting to take over. 

One country, Poland, has already voted. The 
election last June was intended to give the commun- 
ists a built-in majority but the voting pattern made 
clear that they enjoyed almost no publicsupport and 
they handed over power to the opposition Solidarity 
movement after two allied parties switched sides. 

Elections are scheduled elsewhere in the region 
this spring. East Germany, first off the blocks on 
Mardi IS, is expected to produce most dramatic 
results with the victors almost certain to steer the 
country to unification with West Germany. 

Other East European countries will vote soon 
afterwards: Hungary on March 25, the Yugoslav 
republics ofSlovenia and Croatia in April, Romania 
on May 20, Bulgaria in late May and Cze- 
choslovakia on June 8. 

Most or all of these elections are likely to see the 
communists voted out of power or reduced to min- 
ority roles in coalition governments, and will change 
the political colouring of Europe. 

These trends have encouraged US President 
George Bush to propose that free elections be made 
part of the human rights obligations of all 3S states 
taking part in the European security conference. 

Even the Soviet Union looks set to submit to the 
process in due course. The Communist Party voted 
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this month to drop its monopoly on power, paving 
the way for a multi-party system. 

De facto multi-party elections will already be 
taking place in a number of the country's 15 
republics this spring, with attention focused on 
Estonia and Latvia on March 1 8 to see whether they 



Backward 

“I think this war is making us more backward," said an East 
European-educated Kabul professional, speaking on condition of 
anonymity. “The generation of 12- to 15-year-olds, they will be 
illiterate. You will have a generation sick wiih non-education, with 
heroin and hashish. This is a result of — 1 don't know — war, 
revolution, government, people's hate. It's very sad." 

In his little cobbter'scubicle, barefoot Amidullah hands over apair of 
gleamingly polished black boots to a customer. 

The boy says he earns about 100 afghanis a day, three times the 
amount his 12-year-old brother Wahidullah makes working in a 
bakery. 

At the unrealistic official rate, Amidullah is making SI .8 1 a day. At 
the more practical black market rate, he’s earning about 20 cents. 

Coupled with bis brother's earnings, Amidullah said, “sometimes it's 
enough for food. Sometimes it's not enough." 

In the muddy market lanes throughout the capital, small boys and 
old men compete forjobs pulling carts loaded with sacks of Soviet flour, 
boxes of West German had lotion and Japanese television sets. Even 
shiny new red motorbikes are towed, rather than ridden to their 
showrooms by these human mules. 

On the outskirts of Kabul at the muiahedeen market, which got its 
name because the goods arrive from rebel-held territory. Said Omar is 
selling rock-like brown lumps of crudely refined sugar. 

Family 

Omar, 48, has four sons and three daughters. “Number eight child is 
coming, " he said, a bright orange tarpaulin shielding him and 1 0-year- 
old Zalmai from the cold rain as they sat cross-legged on the cart 
holding their sugar. 

“Some days I am not eating lunch, because if! eat lunch, my family 
won’t have food," Omar said. 

No one in Omar's family has been wounded in the war, but a few 
months ago rockers fell near his house. “1 am afraid of the rockets," 
Omar said. “I made a sort of hole under my house. When the rockets 
come, I go with my family underground." 

But there are pockets of affluence, of fancy houses, big cars, lavish 
weddings, glitzy sweaters and acid-washed blue jeans. 

Mohammad Jamil reckons he has a good job because he works on 
commission selling automobiles instead of gening a salary, but times 
are still bad.

•SIR.' 1 am writing" in response to Sohait Javeed's 
argument against my previous letter about “images" in 
Islam. 

On the contrary, brother Javeed (and I call you ray 
“brother" as I would call all my fellow Muslims), to say 
that a cartoon Holy Quran is OK, and. that your 
“opinion" isn't astray from Islamic facts. And foe your 
saying that I have taken a pessimistic view seems in 
itself to be pessimistic, due to your narrow view on the 
Islamic facts I bad presented, which, by the way, are not 
my personal opinions alone, but the scholarly opinions 
of the majority of Muslim scholars of today and yester- 
day. 

When it comes to Islam we may not play with tacts 
and misconstrue words to suit ourselves, but we must 
accept the fact that as God created us, so does he best 
know our natures as humans and therefore is the wisest 
to decide what is for our common best interest 
Mentioned 

I never mentioned anything in my letter about 
photographs being prohibited in Islam, and did not 
even imply so — as this subject is a controversial one 
wherein the scholars have a difference of opinion. 

Though even the strictest ones allow for photos 
where and when legality necessitates, such as pass- 
ports. drivers’ licences, etc.). 

When J use the term “scholar”, I don't mean just 
anyone who writes books about Islam, but learaed 
people who have a great, deep understanding of Islam, 
and have studied widely under other scholars and on 
their own (and not just PhDs rather hand who through 
experience and study are considered wise. 

Brother Javeed. you must admit that neither one of 
us qualifies. The information I have stated in the past 
and now’ is based on scholarly opinion, which is based 
on clear evidence from the Holy Quran and hadith 
(prophetic traditions or sayings), and not, as you have 
accused me. from a pessimistic viewpoint. 

Now. to answer your pew arguments; first of all, the 
problem of idol-worship and the worship of men 
wasn't only a problem at the time of the Prophet 
(PBUH) but was before his time, and is up to the 
present time. This can easily be seen among the foll- 
owers of religions such a s Buddhism and Hinduism, 
even in Catholicism, although it goes under various 
guises, also, we can easily recall what some ignorant 
and not-so-ignoram people do with the giant framed 
portraits of people, both those who are famous and 
those who are our loved ones — look at the news ... 
picture hoards of people carrying giant portraits or 
dead loved ones, waiting and screaming until they 
return home where they bang the portrait in a "mini 
shrine”; ... Yasser Arafat's. Ayatollah Khomeini's 
and other giant portraits being fawned over as people 
march down crowded streets chanting and beating 
themselves; . . . and just look at any portrait of movie 
and rock music stars and how their adoring fans act 
towards those portraits and the respective people they 
depict. Just look at Elvis and the point is obvious. 

These are just some of the reasons, my dear brother 
Javeed. that Allah has forbidden such paintings and 
statues, and also has recommended in other ahadith 
not to hang any images including photos on walls, etc. 
(i.e. not to display them for any decorative purpose, 
etc.). It's not that Allah doesn't trust us, but that He 
knows our weaknesses and yes. our deeds are accoun- 
ted by our intentions, but Allah also puts safeguards 
into the system to ensure our success. That is why even 
one drop of alcohol is forbidden, although obviously 
one drop of akobot doesn't intoxicate us. (And. as you 
said, in a life and death situation it could be drunk just 
to sustain life). 

Also. 1 have never said that, from my own jud- 
gement. picture makers, painters, photographers, etc. 
would go to bell. I simply stated that an authentic 
hadecth informs us that those who draw and sculpt live 
things will have such a fate. This fate is for those who 
are first of all, aware of the facuhat what they a re doing 
is forbidden by God. and sciJl continue to do it in 
defiance of God's explicit command to refrain, nor do 
they ever repent or ask for God's forgiveness up to the 
day of their deaths. As for those who don't know about 
Islam, or have never heard this information the matter 
will he decided by Allah, (not me or you) and will be 
based on several different points; such as what the 
person's (□tendons were, what they knew about Islam, 
whether they did so in order to lead people astray and 
harm people, or with an innocent mind etc. 

As for any pictures, photos siarues.ctc. with regard* 
to science, medicine, and other forms of education 


where such may be necessary, scholarly opinion states , 
that photos are fine as long as they aren't displayed on 
walls, etc., and other things such as drawings, models, 
etc. are fine with modifications, (for example, it would 
be proper to make such educational tools in segments, 
etc., i.e. a model of the respiratory system, another of 
the renal system), such being allowable and not falling 
into the same category as those other things. But this 
doesn't mean that a “cartoon Quran” could be con- 
sidered educational, or that maxing drawings or car- 
toons of prophets or anythinglike that in the context of 
calling it a “Quran” is allowable in Islam. 

And I will also point out here (to avoid any possible 
misunderstanding) that childrens' toys do not fall into 
the same category either as far as dolls, ett. so far as . 
they are not for display, to be hung on the wall, only to 
be placed on a shell to be looked at and admired, or are 
derogatoiy towards Islam and its teachings (such as the 
cartoon Quran, or perhaps little rubber figures of 
prophets and angels), but those toys, dolls, animals, 
etc., should be oqnessJy and only Tor the purpose of 
play, and as I said before, this exception is only for 
children and has certain limitations as were stated. 
There are other details and intricacies that. Tor the sake 
or simplicity, I will not get into here. 

So, as is always the fact, Islam takes the middle 
course, and Allah only forbids such things as He 
knows, in His all-encompassing knowledge, are either 
bad in and of themselves, are against our true nature, or 

to brother Javeed to read 'more about Isiaxnfrom 
qualified scholarly works, to supplement to Holy 
Quran and the Sunna readings and not to take certain 
statements out of context. I urge him to remember that 
none of us is perfect, but we should all strive to be. 
Yes.peopledo nave the right to their own point of view, 
but they don’t have the right to call that Islamic unless it

Troops loyal to Gen. Michel Aono 
and (be Lebanese Forces militiamen of 
Samir Geagea fought along the newly 
established demarcation lines in the 
Christian encte ve and shells crashed in 
the surrounding residential areas, the 
security sources said. 

Mlfitia sources said Aeon's troops, 
deployed around Ashrafiyeh, bombar- 
ded this residential area, which 4s one 
of two remaining militia strongholds 
in East Beirut. 

Sources said a Christian mediation 
team was dose to a deadlock in reach- 
ing a political solution for the month- 
okl bloody straggle that has lulled at 
lost 710 people and wounded 2£60 
others. 

Sources dose to Aoim said Aono 
prefers to settle his struggle with 
Geagea “peacefully," hot they said 
that if the militia chief did not concede 
to his conditions of withdrawing from 
East Beirut, Aotm “will be forced to 
resort again to military action." 

Aotm demands that the Christian 
enclave he “ckeaff" of m ffi tiamen, hut 
he accept as ihe first step that the 
militiamen withdraw from its remain- 
ing strongholds in East Beirut to the 
northern region of Kesronwane, the 
sources said.

Peres doubts 
talks pledge 

Labour may leave coalition 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. Feb 
28, (Agencies): Vice Premier Shimon 
Peres said today he doubts whether 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir, fac- 
ing stiff resistance within his right- 
wing Likud bloc, can accept US- 
backed compromises aimed at start- 
ing peace talks with Palestinians. 

Peres, the head of the left-leaning 
Labour Party, spoke in an interview 
with the Associated Press amid a 
widening rebellion against Shamir 
among Likud hardliners. 

Former Industry Minister Arid 
Sharon, who quit the cabinet two 
weeks ago to protest Shamir's 
policies, has threatened to convene 
Likud’s decision-making central 
committee next week without the 
prime minister's consent. 

Other Likud legislators said they 
would support a vote of no con- 
fidence against Shamir in Parliament 
if he agrees to a US-backed formula 
that would involve Palestinians from 
East Jerusalem or Palestinian depor- 
tees in peace talks. 

Asked if he thought Shamir could 
overcome the differences and move 
Middle East peace efforts ahead by 
accepting compromises proposed by 
US Secretary of State James Baker, 
Peres said: "I have my doubts.” 

Baker has been attempting lo 
bridge differences between Israel and 
Palestinians over the composition of 
a Palestinian delegation for prelimin- 
ary peace talks in Cairo. 

The talks are to focus on Israel's 
plan for elections in the occupied 
West Bank and Gaza Strip that 
would lead to limited self-rule for 1 .7 
million Palestinians in the occupied 


lands. 

Peres, whose pany agrees to Bak- 
er's suggestions, has given Shamir a 
March 7 deadline io approve lhem. 

"We are neanng the real decision 
now,” Peres said. "In a week or so we 
shall see what is happening." 

He described the current crisis as 
"more serious than previous ones" 
and added: "From the Likud point of 
view, they have reached ihe point 
where thc> have to make up their 
mind." 

Peres indicated that Labour would 
leave its coalition with Likud and tr> 
to form a new government with 
smaller religious and left-wing par- 
ties if Likud continues to balk at 
peace efforts. 

Asked whether he was ready to 
form a new cabinet. Peres said: 
"Maybe, ! don't exclude it." 

The Hadashoi daily quoted Peres 
as telling pany activists vesterday 
that he could put together a narrow 
government within IB davs if 
Shamir's government falls. 

Peres also told the AP that if he 
forms a new government, he will con- 
tinue to back the Israeli elections 
plan rather seek a new peace formula. 

Baker's compromise on the com- 
position of a Palestinian delegation 
calls for including Palestinians from 
East Jerusalem and some deponed 
by Israel in preliminary Cairo peace 
talks. Israeli newspapers said. 

They also call for Egypt to 
announce the names of the delegates 
and for the agenda to be left open to 
allow Palestinians to bring up 
subjects other than the elections. 


Palestinians strike 

US urges Israel to 
open universities 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, Feb 28, (Reuter): Arabs striking in protest at 
Israel's continued shutdown of Palestinian universities in the occupied 
territories gained indirect support today from Washington for Lheir demands 
that the campuses be reopened. 

Ignoring An* j and Western protests, the Israeli government said yesterday 
that the five u.uversities in the west Bank and one in the Gaza Strip would be 
kept dosed for a further three months. 

Israel shut them shortly after the Palestinian uprising against Israeli rule 
began 26 months ago. 

Residents said shops closed and transport ground io a halt in the West Bank. 
Gaza Strip and Israeli-annexed East Jerusalem on the second day of a general 
strike called by the PLO-backed underground leaders of the revolt. 

The US embassy in Tel Aviv said Washington welcomed Israel's announ- 
cement yesterday that it would reopen 14 West Bank comm unity colleges after a 
two-year shutdown, but it called fora resumption ofclasscs for 1 4.000 university 
students. 

“We hope the action (on community colleges) will be expanded to include the 
six universities," US embassy spokesman Don Cofman told Reuters. 

"We have long held that opening schools can contribute to an atmosphere 
conducive to dialogue between Palestinians and Israelis and in this way help to 
advance the peace process.” 

The European Parliament voted in January to freeze scientific co-opcration 
with Israeli universities because of the closure of the Palestinian universities. 

In the Israeli Parliament, the education committee said n would recommend 
that the army reopen one university to test the atmosphere on campus, 
committee chairman Michael Bar-Zoharsaid.

the Central Bank has clearly called 
for merging banks either together or 
with financia 1 compa nies. But he said 
that so far there has been no informa- 
tion or details about the process of 
merger or in what way it will be 
carried out. 

However. Saadoun said that there 
have been some rumours indicating 
that there is an intention to merge the 
Bank of Kuwait and the Middle East 
with Burgan Bank and the Commer- 
cial Bank with the International 
Investment Company. 

He added that under the present 
conditions of the commercial banks, 
there will be three possibilities for 
such mergers. The first is that merg- 
ing the banks at their market values 
without carrying out a real study on 


their financial positions. In this case, 
some operational costs will be saved 
but a body with two diseases will be 
created in addition to more competi- 
tion on leading posts among the old 
managements. The second pos- 
sibility is carrying out serious studies 
on the financial positions of the 
banks before the merger, in this case. 
Saadoun said, it will be difficult to go 
ahead with the merger because 
announcing the results of the studies 
will create a crisis. The third pos- 
sibility is that the Central Bank will 
compensate ihe losses of the banks 
after carrying out serious studies. 

He added that it is dear from ihe 
economic report that the Central 
Bank is not planning to do so. 
Saadoun expressed doubts ihat any 
merger wifi take place this year bet- 


ween the local banks. 

He proposed that rhe Kuwaiti 
banks could intefgratc pans of its 
operations, particularly foreign 
Operations, without the need to fully 
merge. He also said that the local 
banks should be granted equal 
opportunities to contribute to the 
government investments, trading 
and services. He also said that it was 
difficult to judge the performance of 
Gulf banks through mere figures. He 
added lhat the co-operation between 
banks in the Gulf is still weak simply 

because the inier-Gulf trading level is 
still low. He stressed that political 
mp ves ha ve io be adopted in i be Ara b 
world in a bid to improve the invest- 
ment atmosphere and thus 
encourage the return or Arab funds 
from abroad. 



Gold gains 

Dollar ends firmer 


LONDON, Feb 28, (Reuter): The dollar ended firmer in 
Europe today becasu&e of encouraging news about the 
growth ofthe US economy, while stock markets recovered 
their nerve after recent sharp falls in Tokyo. 

The pound sterling also showed resilience, surviving a 
battering by disappointing British trade data to close 
barely changed against the dollar. 

The US currency was boosted by figures which revised 
the USGross National Product for the last three months of 
1989 to a 0.9 percent annual rate from a previous estimate 
of 0.5 per cent. Economists had expected a revision to 0.4 
percent. 


The dollar closed in London at 1 .6939 marks, more than 
a pfennig above Monday's close of 1 .6833 . Against the yen 
it crept up to 148.80 from 148.70. 

Dealers said the mark, already weakened by fears about 
the costs of German monetary union, was further hit by 

rumours that the union '• jW involve an exchange rate of 

one East German mark to one West German mark. 

The talk stemmed from comments by East German 
central bank chiefHorst Kaminsky that his country would 
insist on a one-to-one exchange rare for private savings. 

Gold rose to $407.70 an ounce, from its 407.25 close on 
Tuesday.

BRUSSELS, Feb 28, (Reuter): Gen- 
erate Bank, Belgium's leading bank, 
said today its net profits plunged by 
almost two thirds last year because of 
big provisions to give it 100 per cent 
cover against loans to Third World 
debtor countries. 

Generate, banking arm of the 
Societie Generate de Belgique indus-

Arab stock markets 


ABU DHABI, Feb 28, (Reuter): 
The Arab Monetary Fund 
(AMF) announced today a plan 
to develop Arab stock markets, 
which it believes is the best way to 
stop large amounts of needed 
capital flowing out of the region. 

‘The AMF has embarked on 
an ambitious project to develop 
Arab stock markets ... as a 
prelude to setting up a joint Arab 


exchange that will complement 
the existing ones," tne Abu 


Dhabi-based fund said in a 
statement 

The AMF said it would create 
a stock data base, indices and a 
imbed law to govern existing 
markets. 

The data base, which should 
be ready this year, would publish 
monthly information on share 


moves and companies and be dis- 
tributed to brokers and invest- 
ment houses, it said. 

The data base would cover 
Egypt, Tunisia, Jordan, 
Morocco, Algeria and the Gulf 
Co-operation Council (GCC). 

In the GCC, Kuwait. Bahrain 
and Oman have official exchan- 
ges while Saudi Arabia, Qatar, 
and the United Arab Emirates 
have all said they intend to 
establish their own. Local 
officials, however, have said they 
are in no burry. 

AMF officials said they dis- 
cussed the fund's plan with coun- 
tries involved over the last year 
and they urged those without 
official floors to set them up 
soon. 

“Arab stock markets now are 


relatively dull. They need to be 
developed to encourage local 
investors and attract overseas 
funds," the statement said. 

“We would like to expand our 
base to include more Arab states 
but it seems there is no interest, at 
the moment, from some states," 
an AMF official said. 

In countries such as Libya, 
Syria, South and North Yemen, 
Somalia and Mauritania, the 
public sector accounts for up to 
90 per cent of economic activity. 
Iraq has recently sold some state 
firms to the public but this has 
been limited. Sudan's economy is 
not developed enough for a 
market. 

Elsewhere, Arab investors 
themselves are limited in what 
stocks they can buy.

Brady, Major discuss E. Europe 


LONDON, Feb 28, (Reuter): US Treasury 
Secretary Nicholas Brady and British Chancellor of 
the Exchequer John Major met yesterday to discuss 
international issues including economic reconstruc- 
tion in Eastern Europe. 

A British treasury spokesman described the meet- 
ing between Brady, currently on a European tour, as 
“long, friendly and constructive** but gave no details 
or the topics discussed. 

Neither the US embassy nor British officials dis- 
closed details of Brady's first meeting with Major, 
who became Chancellor in October after the resig- 
nation of Nigel Lawson. 

But the British officials said the meeting touched 
on the prospect of German unification, inter- 
national debt strategy and interest rates. . • . 

Brady, who has visited West Germany, France, 
Italy and yesterday he visited Brussels for talks with 
European Commission president Jacques Ddors. 

Brady's arrival came amid expectations that the 
Groupof Seven (G-7) industrial nations would meet

Brady had talks in Warsaw last week. The official 
Polish news agency PAP said the discussions 
focused on ways to reduce Poland's $42 billion debt. 

The officials could not say whether Brady’s dis- 
cussion with Major linked the international debt 
strategy to economic assistance for Eastern 
Europe’s fledgling democracies. 


The officials also said the question of raising IMF 
quotas was discussed but they were unable to 
provide details. 

The IMF said on Monday it would extend talks 
on a quota increase to June 30 from March 31, 
subject to ratification by member countries. 

The talks have been bogged down over several 
issues. These include the question of countries that 
have defaulted , on loan repayments and where 
' France and Britain would oe placed in any new 
ranking that made Japan the number two IMF 
donor. 

Meanwhile Britain announced monthly trade 
figures today much worse than market expectations 
but the pound sterling and share prices rebounded 
after a brief fall. 

The data showed the deficit on the current 
account, the widest measure of Britain's foreign 
trade, was £1.88 billion ($3.16 billion), more than 
double a revised £8 1 7 million ($1 .37 billion) gap for 
December. 

Economists had been forecasting a current 
account deficit of around £1 .3 billion ($2.2 billion) 
for January.

Further savings are ahead. Half the 
nation's telephones are rotary rather than 
touch-tone models, and those callers can- 
not punch in credit , card numbers.

ROME, Feb 28. (Reuter): 
The sale of unauthorised 
tourist packages for the 
World Cup in Italy next sum- 
mer might lead to violence, 
between rival fans, worried 
soccer officials said yester- 
day.

Documents bind 


LAS VEGAS, Feb 28, fAP): Court documents show that new heav- 
yweight champ Buster Douglas gave Don King the right to promote all 
his titlefighis if he beat Mike Tyson and promotional rights for another 
two years once be loses the title. 

Douglas agreed to the terms in a Dec 27, 1988 contract that gave him 
a 525,000 signing fee and a promised fight with Tyson, according to 
documents on file in US district court here. 

The contract binds the new heavyweight champion exclusively to 
King for three years “with an automatic extension to cover aO fights 
should you win the title,” plus an additional two years after that. 

The contract — and a second pact that covers the T yson fight itself — 
were filed as part of a suit by Douglas and the Mirage Hotel-casino, who 
are seeking to have them declared invalid so Douglas can sign a 560 
million, two-fight pact with the resort. 

Also filed was a letter from King's attorney. Robert Birth, to Mirage 
operator Steve Wynn, warning that interference with any of the 
contracts “will not be tolerated.” 

Attorneys for Douglas claim the contracts are illegal because Nevada 
law does not allow promoters to tie up boxes with options on future 


law does not allow promoters to tie up boxes with options on future 
fights. They also contend that King breached the contracts by not 
acting in good faith when he protested the results of the Douglas-Tyson 
fight earlier this month. 

“It would be very bad for the state of Nevada as well as Mr Douglas 
to have these kind of contracts ... enforced,” said Stan Hunterton, 
Douglas' attorney.

Douglas was promised a minimum of 525.000 plus 510,00 expenses 
for each non-title bout, only two actually were held.

Douglas’ contract to fight Tyson in Tokyo gave King the additional 
right to promote his next three fights if he won the title, provided he 
exercised his option to do so within 30 days of the win. 

Douglas was paid S1.3 million to fight Tyson, in addition to 10 
round-trip airline tickets to Japan and hotel rooms and meals for his. 
entourage. 

King agreed topay Douglas a minimum of 51 million for each title, 
defensehe made ifhe beat Tyson, with the actual purse to be negotiated.

MEMPHIS, Term., Feb 28, (Reuter): French Open champion Michael 
Chang's return to competition following a hip injury was stalled 
yeterday when he lost to fellow American Glenn Layendecker 6-4 6-4 at 
the 5250,000 Memphis Indoor Tournament. 

The second-seeded Chang, who received a bye into the second round, 
was clearly not in peak condition for his match with the 63rd-ranked 
Layendecker. 

"I played okay, but the mental part is missing a little bit,” said the 
seventh-ranked Chang, who injured his hip last December while 
practicing. "I've been out so long and haven’t played a tou rnam ent 
match. The mental side is not there. I couldn't hold serve when Z needed 
to.” 

Eighth-seeded Swede Mikael Pemfors also made an early exit. He 
lost his second round match to Finland's Veli Paloheimo 7-6 6-3. 

The 87lb-ranked Paloheimo, normally a backcourt player, brokeout 
an aggressive serve-and-voliey game for the occasion. 

“Usually. I play quite a lot from the baseline,” Paloheimo said. “The 
last few months. I’ve been more aggressive and it seems to suit me.” 

Australia's Mark Kratzmann. who went all the way to the semifinals 
of the upset-filled US Pro Indoor Tournament in Philadelphia last 
week, lost his first-round match to South African Dame Visser 6-4 6-3. 

Chang's biggest problem was an uncharacteristic inability to take 
advantage of break opportunities against the left-hander. 

The 18- year-old second seed was able to convert just one of 1 2 sound 
set break points. He failed to capitalise on two break points — in the 
fifth game to put the set back on serve and in the ninth game to set up his 
win. » 

“I didn't think I had him until it was over,” admitted Layendecker. 
“When I was down 0-3, love-40, 1 had to make a decision whether to 
work hard to try and get back in the set or wait for the third.” 

Study ordered on S. Africa’s 
re-admission to Olympics 


ROME, Feb 28. (Reuter): The 
International Olympic Com- 
mittee (IOC) has ordered a 
study of prospects for readmit- 
ting South Africa to the Games 
following reforms in apartheid, 
the IOC president said in an 
interview published today. 

Juan Antonio Samaranch 
told Italian sports newspaper 
Gazzetta Dello Sport that the 
African Olympic Association 
had been asked to report on the 
problem after consulting sports 
associations representing every 
race in South Africa. 

"We were the first sports 
organisation to close the door 
on segregationist South Africa 
in 1 970. Now we note the chan- 
ges there and we would be truly 
happy one day to be the first to 
open that door. But to do this 
we need the advice and 
approval of African coun- 
tries.” Samaranch said. 


He also said he had invited 
East European Olympic 
Associations and sports mini- 
sters to IOC headquarters in 
Lausanne on April 2 1 to discuss 
the effect on sport of radical 
political changes in their coun- 
tries. 

He said communist nations 
in Europe and Latin America 
had used sport for propaganda, 
but this was changing last. Now 
they were moving towards 
sport for the masses. 

“But I believe that these ex- 
cr.jimmist countries will still 
succeed in achieving good 
results in the Olympics or world 
championships because they 
have a tradition.” he said. 

Samaranch said he expected 
a single Olympic committee to 
be formed in the process of 
unification of East and West 
Germany.

Kuwait took the lead in the 3rd minute of the second half when 
Wael Sulaiman headed the ball into the goal off a high pass from 
Muayyad AI Haddad. 

Iraq got the equaliser 21 minutes later through an own goal by 
Kuwaiti left-back Adel Khlaifawi, who attempted to clear a dan- 
gerous bail but only managed to deflect it into his own net. 

Laith Hussain, the Iraqi midfielder who was at his best in yester- 
day's match, made a long run into the Kuwaiti half and from the tip of 
the box drove in a scorching shot. Al Khlaifawi and goalkeeper 
Sameer Saeed both went for the ball but the ball bounced off the 
former's boot before the latter could reach it.
